Bnt one of the moſt inbumwne ations that they did at Brainfofl was the pil- 
laging of one Mr. Pierce a Brewer, who notonly tooke away all bis beereand 
his cheife brewer , but tca or twelve ſteut horſes, and nocbeing contented 
therewith they ceme into his houſe , and drove his wife forth inte 
the high way, ſhe being in her {mock with her child in her acmes, though ſhe 
hid tvinein bat « week , who faddealy dycd. after it; and had like to have 
_ bis houſe '; ſuch was their crueltie and inbumane ations at this poore

Alſo bis next neighbour one Maſter Sw;thn ſervantto the King, being one 
of his ga1rd, and w-ll knowne to ome of them, had mucha doe te preſerve 
tis hoaſe from pillaging; his bife and hig wives from piſtolling, and bis houſe 
from firing ; for chey thot divers timesat it, bar yer miſt it, thanks be given 
to God ;; And at their flying away from thenice they rooke from the inhabi- 
tants their maney;Linnen, wollen, bedding, wearing epparrrell, herſes, cowes, 
twineghcom, &c,end all manner of vitua)ls. alſo Pewter, brafſe;lron-pots and 
kertells, and all manncr of grocery, chenlery , and appothecary ware, and 
many of the tether beds which they could nat beare aw iy, they cue the tikes 
into peeccs and {catered the feathers in the fields and ftreets. An! to be fhort, 
they mide ſpoile and hovocke of all things thet were worth any thing in 
the towne : ſpating neither rich nor poure , bur cither ſpoiled -or carried 
with them, all rhings from the coltlicſt jeweths , apparrell and hangings of 
man) Gentlemen of great quallity,cven tothe poore alurſ-women,and the poor 
beggars, that begs at the towacs end. And when-they had uſed the rawne 1n 
this aanner, they deficod the houſes and ſet one of fre, of purpoſe to have 
burnt downe the ſaid towae, though afterwards it was happily quenched by 
an inhevitant. - 

Nay tbeir infolcovey and cruelty zppearcd yet greater for they ſet dravwne 
fworls and-Piſtolls cockt to men aud wo mens broafts; threatning them with 
death, if they brought not ou: all their m_—_ and that they would cut of 
tucir noſes; and pluck our their eyes, calling them Parliament dogs, Round- 
herded Rogycs, bearting,laming, and wounding chem, tying others with js ps 
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ane wan leading towards Outland being very thrifty, he ſtooped to take a litle 
watetin hit hat to drinke; they moſt cruclly beate him and bruiſed him, for 
offering to dec ir, When they came to Kingſton, they aſcd the like violerc<ta

rer Reader conclude this Tragicall {tory without {peaking a word & nome con- 
cecning theſeunhumane creatures, whole practile 18 far worle then the heathen
